' TRAVEL INSIDER 

How to Play It Safe When 
Visiting Am erican Cities 

■ Tourism: It’s easy to learn about crime and safety 
overseas, but data on domestic hot spots is sketchy. ‘

City safety—inside and outside 
the United States—has probably 
never been a bigger issue for 
travelers than it is now. 

Those traveling to foreign desti¬ 
nations can learn of coups and 
fevers from hot lines of the U.S. 
State Department (202-647-5225) 
and the federal Centers for Disease 
Control (404-639-2572). 

But if you’re wondering how safe 
you'll be in New York, Miami —or 
Los Angeles—whom do you call? 
The State Department doesn’t 
monitor domestic destinations. The 
local visitors' bureau and chamber 
of commerce, like such organiza¬ 
tions everywhere, can be expected 
to put a cheery spin on things. The 
police department isn’t set up to 
take tourism calls. And your travel 
agent knows what she or he has 
read in the newspapers, and that’s 
about it. 

There appears to be no agency in 
the United States that specifically 
evaluates crime and safety condi¬ 
tions with the domestic tourist in 
mind. And more and more, travel¬ 
ers seem to be wondering about 
such things. The last month of 
national anxiety over Los Angeles 
is one example; Miami is another. 

There and in the surrounding 
south Florida area, six foreign 
tourists have been killed since 
December and’many others have 
been victimized by muggers and 
purse snatchers. Troubled by the 
prospect of a devastated tourism 
trade, Miami city officials are plan¬ 
ning the removal of telltale rental- 
car tags. This month they installed 
simplified street signs to help tour¬ 
ists find their way and opened a 
new airport tourist-information 
booth with maps and directions in 
five languages. 

No one can say how much such 
measures will calm fears, or if 
domestic travelers will be less 
troubled than foreign visitors. But 
as Los Angeles Convention and 
Visitors Bureau senior vice presi¬ 
dent Michael Collins acknowledged 
recently, when tourist-related 
crime statistics begin to stack up, 
"It raises questions, whether 
you're from Berlin or [from] Hobo¬ 
ken.” 

In situations such as Miami’s, 
said Emily Porter, spokeswoman 
for the American Society of Travel 
Agents, “We encourage our travel 
ugent members to keep up with the 
news and disclose any information 
their clients will need about a 
particular destination. . . . But ul¬ 
timately it's, a personal decision. 

. . . The best thing to do, I guess* is 
to read the news and call friends if 
you have friends in the area. Be¬ 
cause even the media can distort 
information.” 


(Collins agreed quickly with 
that. When I called last week, he 
was stewing over the Time maga¬ 
zine cover story of April 19; “Los 
Angcl03: Is the City of Angels 
Going to Hell?”). 

H ere's the rub. Though all sides 
agree that travelers are ask¬ 
ing more questions these days, 
several tourism officials maintain 
that, since virtually every city’s 
landscape • is widely varied and 
constantly changing, any effort to 
assess domestic risks to tourists is 
likely to be seriously flawed. An 
imperfect survey portraying itself 
as an objective measure, said Col¬ 
lins, might be “enormously de¬ 
structive.” 

As a sophisticated traveler, Col¬ 
lins asserted, you recognize the 
general risks of a place and “gov¬ 
ern yourself accordingly.” 

Still, a tourist wonders. 

"As a traveler, I would like to 
know these things,” wrote a Santa 
Monica reader in a recent letter to 
this section. (When I called her, 
she requested anonymity.) “Of 
course, word gets around about 
different destinations, but to have 
the information presented in a 
formal way would be very helpful, 

I think.” 

Japan’s Foreign Ministry, coun¬ 
terpart to the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment, provides that country’s trav¬ 
elers with warnings and updates 
about foreign destinations, includ¬ 
ing the U.S. But when I called 
Takashi Matsumura, the Japanese 
consul in Los Angeles, on April 13, 
he noted that the only Foreign 
Ministry update for any U.S. desti¬ 
nation was a "caution” advising 
Los Angeles visitors of tension 
over the then-pending verdict in 
the Rodney King civil-rights trial. 

The American Society of Travel 
Agents, having noted “growing 
concern about personal safety 
while traveling,” has responded 
with new information. But it’s far 
more general than specific; The 
group is updating its Traveling 
Safely brochure and will publish a 
new version next month. (Copies 
should be available from the 
group’s roughly-12,000 member 
agents nationwide.) As with most 
such lists, many of the suggestions 
are matters of common serise. But 
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they bear repeating. Too many 
travelers behave more recklessly 
on the road than they do at home, 
A sampling: 

• If you will be renting a car, get 
maps in advance and dearly write 
out the directions from the airport 
to your hotel. If you need to stop 
for directions, go to well-lit public 
areas. Keep the phone numbers of 
your destination with you. 

• Lock your car doors while 
driving. Do not pick up strangers or 
stop for people you don't know. 
Police cars will have blue and red 
lights; do not stop for cars flashing 
their high-beams. Be observant 
before entering parking lots. When 
returning to your hotel at night, 
use the main entrance. 

• Close and lock your hotel room 
door at all times. Check sliding 
glass doors, windows and connect¬ 
ing room doors. Once doors are 
closed, don't answer knocks with¬ 
out verifying who it is. If someone 
claims to be a hotel employee, call 
the front desk to verify. 

• Don't carelessly display keys in 
public areas, such as restaurant 
tables or swimming-pool areas, 
where they can be stolen. 

• Put valuables in the hotel safe. 
Do not leave valuables in your car. 

T he FBI is another potential 
source here. 

Since 1930, that agency's Uni¬ 
form Crime Reporting Program 
has gathered crime statistics from 
city, county and state law-enforce¬ 
ment officials. The report calcu¬ 
lates a Crime Index for major cities 
and all states, compiling reported 
instances of murder, non-negligent 
manslaughter, forcible rape, rob¬ 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny-theft and motor-vehicle 
theft. This is the data base that 
makes it possible for television 
commentators to intone that some¬ 
one is murdered in America every 
21 minutes. 

The usefulness of the FBI book 
can be assailed on several fronts. 
Are robberies on the notorious 
west side of Anytown a legitimate 
reason to spurn the east side? If 
authorities believe New Yorkers 
are less likely to report crimes than 
Seattle residents, then how can one 
fairly compare the reported crime 
rates in the two states? And what 
can a tourist learn from statistics 
that don't isolate crimes against 
visitors? Yet if you go looking for a 
domestic source of comparative 
figures on crime rates in the U.S., 
the FBI figures are about the best 
you can do. 


The most recent unitorm Crime 
Report compilation, which summa¬ 
rizes figures for 1991, found Lhat 
the year's most crime-ridden 
month was August—when tem¬ 
peratures are highest in much of 
North America. The least criminal 
month was February, when tem¬ 
peratures are lowest. 

The state with the lowest rate of 
reported Crime Index offenses was 
West Virginia, with 2,663.4 per 
100,000 residents. The figure for 
California: 6,772.6 per 100,000. For 
the Los Angeles-Long Beach met¬ 
ropolitan area: 7,622.6 per 100,000. 

Nationwide, the report found 
that 5,898 Crime Index offenses 
were reported for each 100,000 in 
population. Rates per capita were 
highest in metropolitan areas, low¬ 
est in rural areas. Averaged by 
region, rates of crime involving 
property were highest in the 
Western states, followed by those 
in the South, the Midwest and the 
Northeast, in that order. The pat¬ 
tern was similar for violent crime, 
except that the Northeast was 
more violent than the Midwest. 

Here are numbers for a sampling 
of popular destination cities, alpha¬ 
betically listed. The figures tally 
annual Crime Index offenses per 
100,000 residents. (Federal officials 
gather figures but don't calculate 
crime rates for metropolitan areas 
with populations under 100,000.) In 
most cases, statistics were gath¬ 
ered from city police and agencies 
in surrounding metropolitan areas.

Boston: 5,475.0 
Dallas: 10,039.3 
Denver: 6,620.7 
Detroit: 7,056.4 
Honolulu: 5,958.7 
Houston: 8,188.7 
Kansas City: 7,478.5 
Las Vegas: 7,023.3 
Miami: 12,786.1 
Minneapolis-St, Paul: 5,572.8 
New Orleans: 8,839.5 
New York: 8,484.4 
Philadelphia: 4,854.6 
Phoenix*. 8,179.4 
Portland, Ore.: 6,778.8 
San Diego: 6,820.4 
San Francisco: 6,790.6 
Seattle: 7,153.8 
. Washington, D.C.: 5,898.6 
If you keep the underlying mes¬ 
sage of these figures in mind while 
traveling—that is, bad things can 
happen anywhere, especially to 
those who are inattentive—you'll 
probably be safer for it. Tailor your 
travels to its details, however, and 
you could end up crazy—or in 
West Virginia on a cold February 
night.

While the event was not well 
attended, it did generate some small publicity in the 
Press Telegram and through Legends. The marketing 
manager is very interested in pursing the event next year 
and he feels with a longer lead time we could have a nice 
turn-out. It is something we should consider, especially 
because their is minimal costs involved. 

o Vons -- A site check was completed at the Burbank 
Pavilions. It is approximately one mile from KNBC 
studios and near the 134 fwy. It is located in a 
relatively new shopping center in a residential area. 
There is horse stable across the street. There is a 
wide-open area on the right hand side of the store to set 
up the court. At this point, we are awaiting direction 
from you regarding player availability and Vons' interest 
in pursuing the event.

Fernandez Is Pigging Out on Titles 


Gigi Fernandeif, in an effort to curb her 
spendthrift ways, took the advice of a friend 
several years ago and started collecting pigs. 

“Not live ones," she said, laughing. “Only 
, fake ones." 

She has stuffed pigs and glass pigs, even a 
'bronze pig. She has a pig doorstop, pig 
' candleholders, pig napkin rings, pig salt and 
pepper shakers, a pig lotion dispenser. 

Fernandez, 29, guesses that she must have 
at least 100 pigs. 

“It started as something to control my 
shopping," she said. “Instead of buying ran¬ 
dom things, I started a collection." 

Before returning last week from Europe to 
her home in Aspen, Colo., Fernandez added to 
' her collection when a fan in Eastbourne, 

. England, gave her a stuffed pig that stood 
about three feet tall. 

“It was quite a problem bringing it back 
into the country, but I couldn’t leave it," she 
said. “It was really cute and cuddly." 

Of more importance to Fernandez, howev¬ 
er, was the significant addition she made to 

• another of her collections: She and partner 
.Natalia Zvereva won their second consecu¬ 
tive women’s doubles championship at Wim- 

■ bledori. 

That made it six Grand Slam titles in a row 
for Fernandez and Zvereva, who can com- 
-plete a Grand Slam by winning at the U.S. 
Open later this summer. 

In addition, Fernandez won a gold medal at 
the Olympics last summer with partner Mary 
Jo Fernandez, who is no relation. 

It used to be said that the best doubles team 
in the world was John McEnroe and anybody 

• else. 

i These days, in women's tennis, the same is 
, said of Fernandez, who won Grand Slam titles 
with Robin White (1988 U.S. Open), Martina 
Navratilova (1990 U.S. Open) and Jana 
Novotna (1991 French Open) before she and 
>; Zvereva joined forces 16 months ago. 

“I’ve heard that," Fernandez said. “I think, 
fright now, I'm one of the two best doubles 
j players in the world." 

■ J What makes her so? 

;■ “There are several things," she said. “I 
J have some of the quickest hands in the game, 

‘ t and I have pretty solid volleys. I have a 
-1 strong serve. 

j “It's a lot of technical things, but I think 
-} more important than anything is my person- 
;i ality. I communicate well and I'm easy to get 
> J along with on the court and I'm very 

* * supportive of my partners. 

i “And I think in a doubles partnership, 
-that's the main thing, because, at this level,

when things aren’t going so well." 

Fernandez said that Zvereva has been her 
favorite partner. “I'm most relaxed with her," 

^ she said. “When I played with Martina, I was 
*' always uptight. I wasn't relaxed on the court. 

* “I think a lot of it was because she was 

* Martina. At the time I was playing with her, 
she .was No. 1 in the world in singles. So 

r you're trying to do your job, but you know 

* that if you win, it's because you're playing 

■ with Martina and if you lose, it's your fault.

Gigi Fernandez says her lively personality 
helped her in her rise to doubles dominance. 

“It was a little intimidating. It was the first 
time that I'd played with a player of that 
stature. I played with Robin White and we 
won the U.S. Open, but we were both sort of 
equal." 

Of Novotna, Fernandez said: “She just can’t 
have fun. I don’t know what it is. She used 
to—like five or six years ago, she used to be 
more fun. Before she started working with 
Hana [Mandlikova], I think. 

“That's very important to me—to be able to 
have fun on the court because I play most 
relaxed when I'm having fun." 

Two years ago, Fernandez and Zvereva 
found themselves without partners when 
Novotna left Fernandez and Larisa Savchen¬ 
ko left Zvereva, 

“We were both sort of left feeling like, 
'What the hell did we do to get dumped by 
our partners?' " said Fernandez, who in 1991 
was a finalist with Novotna in three Grand 
Slam events. 

Novotna and Savchenko formed a partner¬ 
ship right away, but Fernandez and Zvereva 
waited almost a year .before forming an 
alliance. 

“I think the reason we didn't get together 
sooner was because we had played once or 
twice after we had broken up with our 
previous partners and it wasn't great,” Fer¬ 
nandez said. “We did OK, but we didn't do 
great. I think that’s because Natalia was 
playing the backhand and I was playing the 
forehand at the time. 

“This time, I told her we should try it the 
other way around—that I should play the ad 
court and she should play the deuce court." 


Realigned, they clicked. 

“We’re having a great time," Fernandez 
said. “Natalia has a fun personality. She likes 
to have fun on the court, and she jokes. And 
she is emotional, like I am. 

“I think that’s why we win so much—be¬ 
cause we somehow find a way to have fun 
even when the pressure is just ridiculous or 
things are just not going our way. 

“We have a dirty-joke book in our racket 
bag." 

When do they bring it out? 

“When we're really, really down," Fernan¬ 
dez said. “Like we were losing in Berlin—we 
were down to (Elizabeth] Smylie and [Nicole] 
Provis, 6-1, 1-0—and we pulled it out and just 
started laughing. And we turned [the match] 
around. We ended up winning [1-6, 6-3, 6-4, 
en route to the tournament championship].'’ 

Although she spends almost no time prac¬ 
ticing doubles, Fernandez has been less 
successful in singles, never advancing beyond 
the quarterfinals in a Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ment. 

Currently ranked 33rd, she has never been 
higher than 17th, 

Still, until recently, her doubles career has 
always been secondary. 

“The only time that I've ever thought 
about my doubles during a singles match was 
when I was playing Zina [Garrison-Jackson] 
at Wimbledon this year and I hurt my 
shoulder," she said. “I hurt it in the first set, 
and it was getting worse and worse. 

“If I hadn't won the Australian and the 
French [in doubles], I probably would have 
finished the match. But I was thinking about 
my doubles match [the next day], and I 
thought I’d better stop. 

“That's the first time in 10 years of playing 
[professionally] that doubles has taken a 
priority over singles and it's because of the 
Grand Slam." 

In another concession to their pursuit of the 
doubles Grand Slam, Fernandez and Zvereva 
will meet to practice the week before the U.S. 
Open starts in New York on Aug. 30. 

Usually, they simply show up at tourna¬ 
ments and play.

July: After a scuffle between her father, Jim, 
and her bodyguard, Mary Pierce fired Dad as 
her coach and filed a restraining order against
